Holders of financial assets have 
made windfall profits of hundreds of 
millions of dollars since the govern- 
ment’s economic plan was launched. 
Figures obtained by The Jerusalem 
Post have shown that these gai ns 
could total up to some $400 million 
within 14 weeks. 

According to Che figures, owners 
of assets held at the end of June a 
total of $6.4 billion in short term 
shekel deposits, certificates of de- 
posit (tapas), patam accounts. 
Treasury bills and indexed bonds. 
By mid-October the value of these 
assets had increased to some $7.1b., 
a rise of S700 million. During the 
same period wages were eroded by 
10 to 15 per cent. 

The officials said that the capital 
( gains of the last months stemmed 
6 from the high interest rates which 
the Bank of Israel has insisted on 
imposing since July. 

Some weeks ago it emerged that 
the central bank had even spent 
some S150m. to s up p o r t the high 
interest rates paid to the pubticin the 
first three months of the plan. These 
hinds in fact financed a large part of 
the capital gains made by the public 


since the new economic programme 
was launched. 

According to senior government 
officials, not all of the increase in the 
value of these assets represented a 
net increment in wealth. They said 
that the public had converted -some 
$300 million of its foreign currency 
assets into shekels and invested them 
in short term shekel deposits. Thus, 
this part of the increase in the value 
of liquid assets was the product of a 
transfer within the investor's port- 
folio, not a rise in wealth. 

The officials conceded, however, 
that even after this shift is accounted 
for, the fact r emains that in the last 
few months large capital gains have 
been made. 

They said that daring the last 
months there has been an increase in 
the wealth held by the public in other 
assets. According to their calcula- 
tions, the public's balance in savings 
schemes rose by some SlOOm. in the 
first three months of the economic 
plan. “We have no explanation for 
this kind of behaviour, we were 
expecting people to run down their 
balances in long term schemes,” the 
officials said.

Produce forces 2.5% CPI rise 
during first half of October

Consumer prices went up by some 
r J}2.5 per cent daring the first half of 
October, estimates released yester- 
day by the Central Bureau of Statis- 
tics show. 

Treasury officials said they expect 
October's inflation to be some 4 per 
cent as a result. 

Almost all the increase was caused 
by the continuing rise in fresh, pro- 
duce, prices whifch went up by some 
17.6 per cent in the first half of the 
month and contributed two percen- 
tage points of the overall rise. 

Seasonal increases in clothing and 
footwear prices reached 7.9 per cent 
in the first two weeks of the month. 

The prices of all other items 
checked by the bureau remained 
stable or even fell, causing Treasury 
officials' to express their growing 


frustration with produce prices. The 
price of tomatoes, by now “public 
enemy number one,” rose by 100 per 
cent in the first half of October. 

The officials said a cost-of-living 
rise of more than 4 per cent for 
October would prove little about the 
future of the government's economic 
plan. The officials said the accord 
with the Histadrut states that cost of 
living increments will be paid each 
time the cumulative Inflation rate is 
above four per cent. 

If the Consumer Price Index rises 
by less than 4 per cent in October, 
the cumulative inflation will pass 
that mark one' month later, and the 
Co-L compensation will have to be 
paid. 

“There is no meaningful differ- 
ence between an inflation rate of 3.9 
and one of 4.1 percent,” one official 
said. 


Jerusalem Post Staff and Agencies

Amman-Damascus accord

said he believed that “the Jordanians 
did have second thou£its after the 
behaviour of the FLO, particularly 
in their dealings with England when 
they backed out of their promise to 
declare their position in favour of 
peace and to renounce terror.” 
Asked if he was worried about a 
prospective Jordanian-Syrian 
alliance, Peres responded, “It’s a 
good Jewish tendency to be worried,

U.S. envoy insinuates raid on Tunisia was ‘terror act’ 


TUNIS (AP).-: Deputy U.S. Secret- 
ary of State John Whitehead yester- 
day “deplored” the October 1 Israeli 
air raid on the Palestine liberation 
Organization headquarters here “as 
we deplore all acts of terrorism.” 

In a statement at Tunis-Carthage 
Airport before his departure, White- 
head said he expressed to Tunisian 
officials the regret of the U.S. for the 
bombing, in which about 30 Tuni- 
sians died along with dozens of 
Palestinians.' 

“The bombing surprised and 


shocked Americans as much as it did 
Tunisians,'' said the American offi- 
cial. “We deplore it, as we deplore 
all acts of terrorism wherever they 
may occur.” 

.Meanwhile, well-placed Egyptian 
government sources said yesterday 
that Cairo is satisfied with White- 
head’s fence-mending visit and 
wants better relations with Washing- 
ton despite recent tensions in the 
wake of the Italian ship hijacking 
affair. 

The sources said President Hosni 


Mubarak and senior aides felt re- 
marks made here on Mod day by 
Whitehead would help soothe public 
anger over the October 10 U.S. 
interception of an Egyptian jet with 
the four ship hijackers. 

“Yon won’t hear any more in- 
flammatory remarks by an Egyptian 
official,” one of the sources said. 
’The government is doting this 
chapter.” 

Tunisia was the last stop of White- 
head’s rapid tour to explain the U.S. 
position on the Israeli air raid and on 


the diverting of the Egyptian air- 
craft. 

Whitehead met earlier yesterday 
with President Habib Borngiriba. Af- 
ter arriving in Tunis on Monday 
night, Whitehead went directly to a 
meeting with Foreign Minister Beji 
Caid Essebsi. 

The Tunisian media did not 
announce Whitehead's arrival, 
although they gave prominent cover- 
age to fads visits to Rome and Cairo. 
Officials have made no public com- 
ment on his talks here. 


Israeli access to satellite 
will better TV reception 


Phalange chief in Damascus 
to endorse inter-militia pact

Israel win have access to a small 
section of an Intelsat satellite start- 
ing in April, giving improved radio 
and TV reception and wider and 
quicker transmission of data all over 
the country. 

Communications Ministry 
Director-General Yoram AJster dis- 
closed this yesterday while inspect- 
ing the Bezek-dispLay at Jerusalem’s 
20th ' National Conference on Data 
Processing. The conference is draw- 
ing thousands of professionals and 
computer - hobbyists to Binyenei 
Ha'uma. 

Alster told The Jerusalem Post , 
that this will be the first Israel hook- 
up to a satellite for domestic use. 
Israel will thus join other western 
countries enjoying improved inter- 
nal communications by satellite . 

The cost of the book-up is $5 
million for the first year. The satel- 
lite section could also be used for 
transmission of the second - com- 
mercial - TV channel being pushed 
by Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein. 


Alster also offered details on 
Isranet, a public data service being 
provided by Bezek to over 8,000 
subscribers around the country. The 
highly specialized network, which 
tr ansmi ts dam, is based on switching 
nodes in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Haifa 
and Beersheba and connects compu- . 
ters and terminals. Alster says 
Isranet has expanded tremendously 
in the past year, with 3,000 new 
customers added in 1985. 

Asked bow Bezek could be so 
technologically advanced while at 
the same time telephone service is 
poor and hundreds of thousands are 
watting to be hooked up, Alster said 
the blame lies in the government's 
failure to invest money in develop- 
ment of communications infrastruc- 
ture over the course of decades. 

Now that Bezek is independent, it 
may channel profits into develop- 
ment, said the director-general. This 
would make Israel, in a few years, 
one of the leaders in telecommunica- 
tions, he said. He promised that 
customers would feel definite im- 
provement in phone services in the 
coming .year. 


BEIRUT (AP). - Christian militia 
leader Etie Hobeika met with Syrian 
leaders yesterday to endorse an 
accord with his Moslem foes to end 
Lebanon’s 10 years of civil war, 
while rival militias battled in Beirut 
across the city’s -dividing Green 
Lane. 

Hobeika’s visit to Damascus is 
expected to bring the signing of the 
peace treaty closer. Christian offi- 
cials described it as croriaL 

Syrian officials said the accord has 
already been endorsed by Nabih 
Bern, leader of the Shi’ite Moslem 
Amal militia, and Druse chieftain 
WaKd Jumblatt. 

In Beirut, Lebanon’s parliament 
met to reelect Speaker Hussein Hus- 
seini yesterday just a few hundred 
metres from the cross town shooting. 

Hosseini, a Shi’ite Moslem, was 
unopposed and elected for a second 
one-year term with 57 votes. Five of 
the 62 parliament deputies who 
attended the session in the legisla- 
ture in no-man's land abstained. 

The voting took place as Christian 
and ’Moslem militias clashed with 
mortars, rocket-propelled grenades 


and heavy machine guns along the 
Green Line. 

Hobeika, leader of the Phalange- 
dominated Lebanese Forces militia, 
met with Syrian Vice President 
Abdel-Halim Khaddam, who en- 
gineered the militia accord. 

Hobeika, 28, accompanied by 
senior Lebanese Forces officials, 
also met with Brig. Gen. Ghazi Ke- 
naan, Syria's mffitary intelligence 
chief in Lebanon. 

Yesterday’s meetings were seen as 
the final stage of weeks of negotia- 
tions before Hobeika, Jumblatt and 
Beni come together to sign the 
accord later this month. 

The agreement is the first reached 
by Lebanon's militia chieftains who 
control the main waning forces. As 
such, it is more likely to end Leba- 
non's agony than earlier abortive 
accords between Christian and Mos- 
lem politicians. 

But despite growing optimism that 
the accord will end the sectarian 
bloodshed in which more than 
100,000 people have been killed, 
police reported three people were 
killed in the Green Line clashes. 


Seven blacks killed in South Africa rioting

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Riot- 
ing flared outride major dries yester- 
day, with as many as seven blacks 
reported killed, and police opened 
fire with their latest. riot-control 
weapon; a water cannon shooting 
purple dye. 

Meanwhile, the treason trial of 16 
apartheid foes moved through its 
second day with testimony from a 
university lecturer in political scien- 
ce appearing for the prosecution. 

Again, President P.W. Botha had 


to deal with a group of South Afri- 
cans wanting to open up talks with 
the main guerrilla organization 
trying to overthrow the government, 
the African National Congress. 

This time it is church leaders who 
want to talk to the outlawed guerril- 
las. Botha warned that if they do so, 
this “would amount to a c h alle n ge of 
the state's authority.” 

Meanwhile, rioters swarmed 
around the black- .and mixed-race 
neighbourhoods east of Cape Town, 


where it is becoming increasingly 
dangerous for whites to travel the 
usually busy highways linking the 
dty to its international airport. Two 
blacks were killed by police gunfire. 

Witnesses in Soweto, outside 
Johannesburg, said police shot dead 
a 15-year-old youth who was at a 
home in the Zola North section 
helping prepare for a funeral for a 
youngster killed in previous vio- 
lence. . , 

Police reported four other deaths: 


black mobs apparently attacked and 
killed three blacks, and a policeman 
shot a black in a crowd stoning the 
officer’s home. 

Blacks seen as collaborators with 
the. system where 5 million whites 
deny the vote to 24 million blacks are 
regularly killed by mobs. Police 
officers and suspected police infor- 
mers are favourite targets. The ritual 
killings see the victims burned alive, 
usually by forcing a gasoline-soaked 
lire over their heads and lighting it.

EEC ‘satisfies’ Shamir 
on protecting exports

The Likud pulled in two direc- 
tions yesterday in its reactions to 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres’s 
peace initiative, announced 
Monday .at the United Nations. 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod- 
a’i and Acting Premier David 
Levy led the chorus of Likud 
arracks on Peres for “deviating” 
from the coalition agreement, 
while Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and Minister Moshe 
Arens played down any possible 
differences between Peres's pro- 
no uncements and coalition 
guidelines. 

The Likud's reaction - and espe- 
cially Moda'i’s declaration that he 
wtiuld now channel more funds to 
the settlements - in turn drew sharp 
fire from the Labour ride. 


Peres at the UN called on Jordan 
to start direct talks on peace within 
30 days. He said these could be 
initiated under international au- 
spices and that Palestinians could 
take part in the Jordanian delega- 
tion. A 

The polemics were slow getting 
started, after most Likud leaders had 
reserved comment on Monday 
night. Yesterday, however, Levy 
broke his silence and accused Peres 
of “dangerous deviations from the 
agreed policy of this government.” 
Levy was quickly followed in the 
same vein by Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon and even more sharply by 
Liberal Moda'i and fellow Liberal 
Sarah Doron, who is the coalition 
executive chairman. 

The odd man out in the Likud 
yesterday was Acting Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Arens, who belittled the 
entire furore, and contended that 


Peres had not strayed from agreed 
guidelines. Shamir too opted for a 
low-key response. 

Levy accused Peres of having 
stated positions, “which the govern- 
ment had not so much as even discus- 
sed. He may be sending up trial 
balloons, but he must not in the 
process get Israel into a trap. His 
pronouncements will have to be clar- 
ified in the cabinet when Peres com- 
es home.” 

Levy complained that Peres has 
not consulted his Likud colleagues 
and seems to be ignoring the Ukud 
component in the government. 

Sharon's comment came next and 
was very similar. “Peres deviated 
from the coalition guidelines. He 
spoke about what had not come up 
before the cabinet. The Likud is not 
in the government as a result of 
Labour charity but by right.**

Likud attack on Peres needn’t wreck coalition

TEL AVIV. - In exactly one year 
and one week from today, Shimon 
Peres is due to hand over the Prime 
Minister's Office to Yitzhak Shamir. 
But will there still be a national unity 
government at that time and will 
there still be a rotation agreement to 
implement? 

To judge from recent and con- 
tinuing bouts of verbal warfare be- 
tween the parties, the government’s 
ability to survive appears more and 
more questionable. The row over 
Peres’s UN speech and his pro- 
nouncements in the American media 
highlight how incompatible the par- 
ties are. 

However, the view in both major 


parties is that the latest flareup need 
not mean the end of the national 
unity government. The consensus is 
that everything now hinges on what, 
if anything Peres has achieved in the 
U.S. 

* If Peres is bringing home sur- 
prises, the prognosis for the govern- 
ment is grim. If he has engaged in a 
successful public relations exercise, 
then the government is likely to drag 
on to the next crisis. 

Much will become clearer after 
Sunday's cabinet session at which 
Peres is expected to report on his 
Washington talks. If any break- 
through with Jordan was achieved, 
and if Peres made concessions which 
tiie Likud opposes, then Labour and 


the Likud have reached the moment 
of truth. 

So far. cabinet members know 
little about what went on in 
Washington. Their pronouncements, 
after Sunday’s cabinet meeting 
should be revealing. 

But the consensus among know- 
ledgeable sources in both large par- 
ties is that if Peres has not strayed 
from the coalition guidelines and has 
not come home with any concrete 
results, the Ukud is not likely to stir 
up too much trouble. It is not likely 
to endanger its turn at the helm 
because of words. With a year to go 
to rotation, the Ukud will do little 
more than raise an outcry about 
Peres’s “verbal transgressions. " 


Reagan says: 

Arms to J ordan and peace our goal

WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan yesterday strongly 
defended his proposed arms sale to 
Jordan, masting at the same time 
that be was continuing to press for 
.the start of direct negotiations be- 
tween Israel and a joint Jordan! an- 
Palestinian group as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The president, who did not pro- 
vide details on his exact strategy, 


merely insisted that the peace pro- 
cess could still get off the ground 
despite Israel's bombing of the PLO 
headquarters in Tunisia and the 
events surrounding the hijacking of 
theAchilleLauro. 

“Despite the recent bombing and 
the hijacking incidents,'' Reagan 
said, “we continue to believe that 
the opportunity for peace is still 
there, and it must be. exploited be- 
fore it slips from our grasp.” 

The president, who was speaking 


to a group of Republican leaders at 
the White House, did not directly 
refer to Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres’s latest proposals made on 
Monday at the UN General Assem- 
bly. 

But otheT U.S. officials warmly 
welcomed the prime minister’s state- 
ment. They were clearly dis- 
appointed by Jordan’s quick public 
rejection, although they privately 
hinted that this initial Jordanian re-

Egypt mum on Peres’s UN speech

CAIRO. - There has been no official 
reaction here to Premier Shimon 
Peres’s speech in the UN calling for 
negotiations with Jordan before the 
end of the year. While ail the news- 
papers, radio and television gave the 
speech prominent coverage, the only 
comment made was to report Jor- 
dan’s chilly reaction and the PLO's 
rejection. 

At the same time, however, there 
seems to have been a marked change 
in attitude toward the PLO in recent 


days. With the turbulence caused by 
the Achille Lauro affair subsided to 
a large degree following meetings 
here by U.S. Deputy Secretary of 
State John Whitehead, the realiza- 
tion seems to have set in among 
Egyptian officials that Yasser Arafat 
has become a serious liability. 

Unofficially TheJerusalem Post 
was told that it was “still too early.” 
and Peres’s offer at the UN “too 
unclear” for official comment. It was 
made clear, however, that given the 
current state of Israel- Egypt rela- 


tions, no open Egyptian encourage- 
ment for Peres will be forthcoming. 

The lack of comment, and the 
refusal of officials here to speak 
openly with the Israeli press, follows 
the pattern of hostility toward any- 
thing Israeli these past weeks, espe- 
cially since the Israel Air Force raid 
on PLO bases in Tunisia at the 
beginning of the month. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
circulating here last night that Arafat 
is expected in Egypt today.

Jordanian envoy rejects Peres’s talks offer 


AMMAN. - Jordan maintained an 
official silence here on Israel’s offer 
of peace talks, but the Jordanian 
ambassador in London said the 
proposal was “not acceptable.” 

Ambassador Nabih al-Nimr told 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion (BBC) in a radio interview that 
he rejected the offer made by Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres in a speech 
before the UN General Assembly in 
New York on Monday. 

It was the first official Jordanian 
response to Peres's call for an end to 
the state of war between Israel and 
Jordan and for peace negotiations 
before the end of the year. 

“It’s not acceptable to us because 


we are against unilateral settle- 
ments,” Ninrr said. “We are for 
comprehensive, just and durable 
peace and we insist that the peace 
process take place under an interna- 
tional umbrella. 

“That means the presence of the 
five permanent members of the 
(UN) Security Council and then all 
parties concerned in the area includ- 
ing the PLO because there is no 
doubt that the Palestinian issue is the 
core of the Middle East dispute . ” 

But an Amman-based diplomat 
said he believed the Jordanians saw 
Peres's statements as “having left 
doors open, not having closed 
doors" to peace. 


In his speech to the UN on Mon- 
day, Peres called for peace talks with 
Jordan and invited the UN to act by 
“ushering the parties to the conflict 
into a new diplomatic initiative . ” ■ 
A senior government spokesman 
said Amman's reaction was con- 
tained in a communique issued Mon- 
day after a meeting of the Jordanian 
and Syrian prime ministers - before 
Peres spoke. 

That document called for a UN- 
sponsored peace conference involv- 
ing all the warring parties and ruled 
out any “partial or unilateral peace 
agreements with Israel.”

Bones under Brigham Young Centre?

Opponents of the controversial Brigham Young Uni- 
versity Jerusalem Centre on Mt. Scopus had thejr hopes 
raised yesterday after they uncovered a two-year-old 
letter from archeologist Dan Bahat, indicating that the 
building site was a Jewish cemetery. 

But Bahat quickly doused their fervour, denying that 
any Jewish graves had been found at the construction site 
on Mt Scopus. His denial did not come, however, before 
Rabbi Yitzhak Halevy, secretary of the Chief Rabbinical 
Council, sent a copy of Bahat’s letter, dated January 25, 
1983, to Interior Minister Yitzhak Peretz. 

In his letter to the Jerusalem head of planning, Bahat 
noted that the entire area was an ancient site and that 
builders must be informed that aninspector of antiquities 
bad to be on hand during the entire period during which 
the foundations were balk. 

“At die same time, they must be made aware of the 
fact that there is in the area a graveyard from the Second 
Temple period, with all this entails,” Bahat wrote. 


Last night, Bahat told The Jerusalem Post that there 
had been an inspector present during the digging of 
foundations and that no graves or other ancient remains 
had been found. 

He added that some months ago, religious elements 
had made enquiries in an effort to see if archeologists 
could help them in their fight against the centre. At that 
time, be said, he bad told them there was no basis to their 
hopes, but they bad made use of his letter nonetheless. 

The centre, which has been under construction for 
almost a year, has aroused considerable opposition, 
mostly on the part of uhra-Orthodox Jews, who point to 
the Mormons’ reparation for missionary activity and 
claim that the centre will be a base for such action in 
Israel. 

Brigham Young University has presented a letter 
stating that no such activity will take place on the 
Jerusalem campus and has offered to have a supervisory 
body, made up of Israeli public figures, to make sure of 
this.

Agriculture Minister Arye 
Nehamkin said yesterday that if we 
want to ensure an adequate supply of 
fruits and vegetables at reasonable 
prices we should again establish a 
joint fund (government and formers) 
to stabilize the market. 

Such a fund would require the 
cooperation of the Treasury, 
Nehamkin told the Knesset in reply 
to three motions for the agenda on 
the price of fruits and vegetables. 

The experience of many years has 
taught ns that the way to avoid price 
rises is to motivate the farmer to 
grow enough to satisfy the foil de- 
mand. If be knows that there is a 
mechanism that will protect him 
against losses, he will produce and 
the prices will be low, Nehamkin 
said. 

He noted that the farmers were 
badly burned last season, and they ' 
could not afford to risk another loss. 
Therefore, they owed only a mini- 
mum. Under such conditions, every 
shorav and every minor disease 
causes a shortage and prices sky- 
rocket. “That's the whole story,” he 
said. 

Nehamkin said that in past years, 
people bought and bought, and paid 


high prices for everything, but we 
have reached a new period. From 
March to July, the cost-of-living in- 
dex rose by about 80 per cent, but 
the index of fruits and vegetables 
only by 17 per cent 

For the grower, that was a catas- 
trophe, and it was no wonder that 
once burnt, twice shy: in the current 
season he cut down ou his planting. 

The motions were presented by 
Ran Cohen (Citizens Rights Move- 
ment), Zaidan Atshe (Shinui), and 
Charlie Biton (Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality).

In reply to a parliamentary ques- 
tion by David Magen (Likud- 
Herut), Nehamkin denied newspap- 
er reports that despite the tomato 
shortage, the Vegetable Marketing 
Board was planning to destroy large 
quantities of tomatoes. 


Shahal weighs cut of up to 
4% in price of electricity

■Energy minister Moshe Shahal is 
considering reducing electricity rates 
by up to 4 per cent, thanks to a recent 
report of greater profits by the Israel 
Electric Corporation. 

EEC experts had forecast a higher 
rate of inflation than at present and 
subsequently found that the com- 
pany had spent some ISIS billion less 
on interest payments than expected. 
A ministry spokesman said Shahal 
intends to pass this saving on to 
consumers by the beginning of De- 
cember, with a rate cut of 3.5 to 4 per 
cent. 

In the Knesset State Control Com- 
mittee yesterday, Shahal said that if 
Electric Corporation staff and pen- 
sioners were limited to an amount of 
free current 2.6 times larger than the 
average consumption per house- 
hold, he would be more than satis- 
fied and would publicly defend such 
an arrangement. 


The average staffer uses 2.6 times 
more than the average citizen. 

At the committee session, which 
was discussing the State Comptrol- 
ler’s report on the Electric Corpora- 
tion, Shahal said he preferred that 
Corporation staff agreed of their 
own volition to limi t the amount of 
free current they were to get. (At 
present there is no limit at all.) 

Shahal claimed: “In all Western 
countries, electricity workers re- 
ceive free current. ” 

The minister said be had sug- 
gested to the Histadrut that a com- 
mittee be set up headed by former 
labour minister Moshe Baram which 
would decide how much free current 
Corporation staff are to get. 

likud MK Uzi Landau said that 
the proposal to allow Corporation 
staff free current in an amount 2.6 
times larger than the average con- 
sumption per household was pulling 
the wool over the eyes of the public, 
since it created the false impression 
that the problem had been solved. 


Panel okays tax break for northerners 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday approved a 10 per cent 
income tax exemption for residents 
of northern border settlements. 
While the tax break will apply to all 
Jewish, Druse, and Circassian vil- 
lages in the area, only two Arab 
’ villages axe included. 

The initial proposal approved by 
the committee completely excluded 
Arab villages from the tax reduction, 
though some committee members 
voiced their opposition to leaving 


residents of Arab villages out of the 
deal. 

MK YU’ir Tsaban (Mapam) said 
distinguishing between settlements 
by nationality could not be justified. 

The committee later voted 7-5 to 
grant the reduction in tax payments 
to the residents of two Arab villages. 

A majority of the committee cal- 
led on the Treasury to find other 
ways to help settlements with a large 
number of low-income residents 
who would not benefit greatly from 
the tax break.

According to Israeli sources, there 
have been positive reactions to 
Peres's peace initiative from Egypt. 
The sources said that the Egyptians 
had expressed the belief that Peres’s 
initiative contained new ideas. The 
Israefi sources also expressed a lack of 
concern at the Jordanian reaction, 
stating that the Jordanians who had 
responded were “low-level 
sources." 

Peres also met today with the 
National Conference for Soviet Jew- 
ry, Finnish President Mauno Koivis- 
to, former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger and the National Jewish 
Coalition, a group of top Jewish 
Republicans headed by former Jew- 
ish Agency head Max Fisher. Peres 
is expected to urge the Jewish Re- 
publicans to use their influence with 
the White House to oppose the prop- 
osed arms sale to Jordan. 


liberals optimistic about merger with Herut

TEL AVIV. - Sources in the Liberal 
Party believe that there are now 
brighter hopes for a Liberal-Heiut 
merger in the near future and that 
the Liberals will agree amongst 
themselves on the merger before the 
separate Liberal and Herut conven- 
tions in a few months. 

The hope in Herut is that this is 
indeed the case but due to past 
experience, Herut retains consider- 
able scepticism about its Liberal 
partners. 

Optimistic noises are being heard 
from the liberal camp due to recent 
peace moves between the faction of 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i on 
the one side, and that of Ministers 
Ayraham Sharir, Moshe Nissim and 
Gideon Patt on the other. A peace 
plan between the feuding Liberal 
rides was achieved last week and 
approved formally yesterday by the 
anti-Moda’i camp. 

This follows a series of meetings 
between Moda’i and his antagonists, 
despite his declarations that he 


would oust them from the party and 
would have nothing to do with them. 
However, both sides had demons- 
trated to each other that they are 
strong and can inflict damage. This 
was done in a series of mutual dis- 
missals from party office of suppor- 
ters of both sides to the conflict. 

Moreover, Herat's decision to 
have nothing to do anymore with 
either side in the Liberal conflict and 
to suspend talks of a merger demons- 
trated to the Liberals that they 
would not be able to enlist Herat's 
support in their internecine wars. 

Thus Moda’i’s foes of only a few 
days ago now announce that the 
differences between the groups are 
“all but nil now.” 

Moda'i has won recognition of his 
leadership from the Sharir-Nissim- 
Patt group and will in turn speed up 
the merger process. The sides have 
also agreed on how to divide op the 
slice of the united Likud cake which 
Herut will award the Liberals. Herat 
has undertaken to grant the Liberals 
a giant 36 per cent chunk of all united 
Likud forums- This is considered for 


above the Liberals, actual electoral 
strength. 

Another element in the Liberal 
peace accord is a fixed quota of 
representation set aside in party 
forums for the Liberal Workers 
Organization, which of late is allied 
with Moda'i. 

So far Herat has not dealt with the 
warring sides, because to give in to 
one was to upset the other. Internal 
Liberal peace was viewed as a prere- 
quisite to Likud unity talks. 

Nevertheless, a top Herat source 
told The Post that Herat is still wary 
and has not ruled out “any more 
Liberal surprises.” 

The increased likelihood of a 
Herat-Liberal merger is also ex- 
pected to give new impetus to moves 
by foe Liberal Loyalists group to boh 
foe party and set out on their own in 
a new centrist list But this plan by 
Arye Dulrin, Shlomo Lahat and Yit- 
zhak Berman will not affect Herat- 
Liberal ties, because foe Loyalists 
bad been against foe ’merger all 
along and are considered a marginal 
group in foe Liberal party.

PLO official tells N.Y. Times: 

"Cowardice’ led hijackers 
to drop attack on Ashdod

WASHINGTON. - A senior PLO 
leader has confirmed to The New 
York Times that the four Palestinian 
hijackers of the Achille Lauro had 
been acting under written orders 
from Mohammed Abbas to carry out 
a suicide attack as soon as foe ship 
docked at Ashdod. 

The official, who was not identi- 
fied by name, dismissed a theory that 
the hijacking occurred only because 
a member of the ship’s crew had 
discovered foe hijackers cleaning 
their guns. “It was cowardice,” the 
official said. “They did not want to 
die.” 

He said foe four were to open fire 
at Ashdod dockside before they 
would have had to go through Israeli 
customs. Their orders, the newspap- 
er reported yesterday, were “to kill 
as many Israelis as possible. ” 

“Their job was to keep shooting 


nntil they were themselves killed,” 
the PLO official said. But Abbas 
reportedly had ordered them not to 
loll the ship’s passengers. 

The PLO official told foe news- 
paper he was speaking out of anger 
because foe hijacking of foe ship and 
foe killing of an American passen- 
ger, Leon Klinghoffer, had damaged 
foe PLO diplomatically. 

The official insisted that PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat had not known 
about foe mission and became so 
angry when he heard about the hi- 
jacking that he ordered Abbas to 
end ir immediately. 

Western diplomatic experts on the 
PLO in Tunisia told foe Times that 
Arafat personally was probably una- 
ware of the mission in advance. “The 
Israelis, too, have dropped their ori- 
ginal contention that Mr. Arafat had 
been involved,” the newspaper said 
yesterday.

Sharon added: “Pragmatism is not 
always advantageous. Israel would 
do better to concentrate on battling 
dangerous aims sales to Jordan and 
on demanding that Jordan rid itself 
of, foe PLO terrorist headquarters 
from which attacks on Israel are 
launched.” 

Moda'i spoke at foe annual meet- 
ing of foe Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and criticized Peres’s UN per- 
formance as follows: 

“I listened to the Prime Minister’s 
speech not from the economic point 
of view. What, is this foe govern- 
ment's policy? Did we agree to inter- 
national auspices? Did we agree that 
if it’s the PLO we won't look closely 
at them? Do such government deci- 
sions exist? I want to say that, of all 
foe political topics which were given 
expression in the speech, what I find 
most appalling is the attitude to- 
wards Judea and Samaria. This is not 
foe government’s policy, and I want 
to say that as finance minister I acted 
fairly in the allocation of resources - 
and not necessarily in line with my 
political outlook. But this interna- 
tional show changed my mind with 
respect to the settlements in Judea- 
Samaria. They have to be given 
priority - priority in accordance with 
foe danger that lurks. 

Moda’i was backed up by Doron, 
until recently his foe in the Liberal 
party’s internal wars. 

“I think Moda’i made a very cor- 
rect and well-considered decision 
about the settlements, and I 
wholeheartedly support him. I think 
the settlements should be streng- 
thened and bolstered in view of what 
Peres said. Even if peace does not 
come out of his words, there was 
riamflge to OUT claim for foe moral 

right of Jews to all of Eretz Yisrael.” 

Peres was defended by one of foe 
Likud’s most hawkish leaders - 
Arens. In contradiction to fellow 
Likud politicians, Arens does not 
believe that “there is any deviation 
in what Peres said from the coalition 
guidelines.

“The sale of defensive 
weapons to Jordan is essential to this 
process,” he said. 

He went on to insist that foe 
administration was “fully commit- 
ted" to the $1.9 billion sale, which 
includes advanced Hawk anti- 
aircraft missiles, 40 jet fighters and 
other military equipment. On Mon- 
day, the President formally submit- 
ted the package to Congress, where 
it will be considered over the next 30 
days. Last month, he informally sub- 
mitted the sale to Congress. 

More than 70 senators are already 
publicly opposed to the sale unless 
Jordan embarks on direct negotia- 
tions with Israel. A very large num- 
ber of representatives in the House is 
also against foe sale in its present 
form. 

In the meantime, administration 
officials and several senators, led by 
Republican Richard Lugar, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, are discussing the possibility 
of a compromise which would allow 
the sale to be authorized but actual 
deliveries to be. conditioned on the 
start of Israeli-Jordanian peace 
negotiations. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes told reporters that Reagan 
did not have a timetable for getting 
direct negotiations started. 

At the State Department. Kalb 
said the administration would 
strongly oppose any efforts in Con- 
gress to reduce U.S. economic and 
military assistance to Egypt because 
of foe Achille Lauro incident. 

Thieves take rifles from 
Gadna shooting dub 

A small IDF armoury held by the 
Gadna command in Jerusalem was 
broken into over the weekend, and 
an unknown quantity of .22 calibre 
rifles were taken, it was discovered 
on Monday. 

The armoury, which belongs to 
the Gadna’s shooting club, is situ- 
ated within the Allenby military base 
on RehovHevron in Jerusalem. 

An IDF spokesman confirmed 
that there had been a break-in, but 
refused to say how many rifles were 
taken. He said the investigation is. 
being conducted jointly by the milit- 
ary and Jerusalem police forces. 

The Gadna man who reported the 
theft to police was unable to say how 
many rifles were missing, but said 
they were all .22 calibre rifles used 
for target practice.

Tsur reveals plan for absorbing Soviet Jews

Absorption Minister Ya’acov Tsur yesterday 
shocked Jewish Agency officials by revealing in a 
press interview that his. ministry is waiting for 
“thousands of Soviet Jews” to come soon to Israel 
- a subject that last week he asked the Israel 
Editors’ Committee to keep under wraps. 
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In turn, the Jewish Agency yesterday shocked 
Tsur by disclosing an Absorption Ministry- 
pi cpared plan for the bousing of new immigrants, 
*bich Tsur. had intended to unveil to reporters 
luday. 


in an interview appearing in yesterday's 
Hadashoi, Tsur said his ministry has prepared a 
detailed plan for the absorption of “thousands” of 
Russian Jews “expected to be allowed to etni- 
jj-ate” in the near future. Tsur said chances have 
;>c .er been better for a mass exodus of Soviet 


Hadashot reporter David Golan, who interviewed 
Tsur. says they were. 

But in a less upbeat interview. Tsur told Israel 
Radio yesterday that there are do signs of a change 
in Soviet policy concerning the emig ration of 
Soviet Jews, but that the next few months may be 
critical, particularly since the matter may figure in 
the coming Reagau-Gorbachev summit. If Soviet 
policy changes, we must be ready, Tsur said. 

Tsur was fuming at the agency yesterday when 
he learned by chance from a reporter that a few 
hours before, the agency’s spokesman had re- 
leased to reporters a transcript of a plan for 
helping new immigrants find permanent housing. 


.According ro sources close to Tsur, the minister 
did not intend the remarks for publication, but 


Tsur bad intended to unveil the 21-page plan at 
a press conference today. The plan was presented 
yesterday by Absorption Ministry Director- 
General Meir Shamir in a dosed session of tbe 
finance committee of the agency’s board of gov- 
ernors. 

In a Jewish Agency press release, called Innova- 
tive Plan in the Jewish Agency to Help Olim Get 


Housing, it was disclosed that immigrants would 
be divided into three categories. 

The press release said “a new programme to 
help ohm with housing was recently prepared by a 
team representing tbe Jewish Agency and govern- 
ment ministries involved in the matter.” 

Under the plan, immigrants who can afford to 
pay back a mortgage will receive a loan of £45,000 
(compared to $28,000 today) that will be repaid 
over the course of 20 years (a longer period Hied 
granted today). 

A second group of immigrants, who cannot 
afford to buy permanent housing, but who can pay 
reasonable rent will pay reduced rents, depending 
on their income. 

The third group, who can pay neither mortgage 
loans nor rent, would be boused in publidy owned 
apartments and pay nominal rents. 

The new immigrants involved are the 15,000 
olim who are crowding tbe country’s absorption 
centres. Ohm who leave will make ‘it possible for 
the authorities to replace them with “immigrants 
expected to arrive soon.” 


28 arrested at protest 
as student strike continues

Twenty -eight Hebrew University 
students including Student Union 
chairman Ertan Koval were arrested 
yesterday when a mock funeral for 
higher education got out of hand. 

The funeral, part of a demonstra- 
tion to protest the level of university 
tuition fees, attracted hundreds of 
students and disrupted traffic on 
King George Street in downtown 
Jerusalem. 

All those detained by the police 
were released a few hours later after 
posting bail of IS50.000 each. 


Earlier in the week. National Un- 
ion of Students chairman Eyal Yaffe 
was arrested during a demonstration 
in Tei Aviv. 

Students throughout the country 
boycotted the opening of the 
academic year on Sunday and block- 
ed access to the universities. The 
students want the government to 
lower the tuition fee from $1,150 per 
year to £900. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
has so far refused to negotiate with 
the students until they call off the 
strike, which enters its fourth day 
today.

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association has called off a strike 
that was to begin today. The 
teachers had threatened to strike in 
protest against their wages being 
frozen for a month longer than those 
of other groups in the work force. 

Tbe cancellation followed assur- 
ances given yesterday by the Educa- 
tion Ministry that the teachers would 
receive an 11 per cent wage increase 
in their April 1986 salaries. 

The promised increment includes 


compensation for salary erosion, ex- 
tra hours and the long-awaited im- 
plementation of the Etrioni recom- 
mendations concerning improve- 
ment in teachers’ working condi- 
tions. 

However, the teachers are not 
entirely placated. Their dissociation 
since last Sunday from involvement 
in school clean-up and maintenance 
projects is still in force. . 

These tasks , accepted on a volun- 
tary basis, were designed to save the 
Education Ministry $6 million a 
year. 


Woman without ovaries gives birth

Medical history was made here in 
Israel this week when a woman with- 
out ovaries gave birth after an 
embryo transplant performed" by 
doctors at-the-Hadassah Hospital in 
Jerusalem,' the - hospital an ou need 
yesterday. 

The 38-year-old Israeli woman, 
who asked that her identity be kept 
secret, gave birth to a 2.87 kilo girl 
this week. 

Doctors said tbe new method in- 
volved fertilizing a donor's egg in a 
test tube and administering hor- 
mones to the patient before implant- 
ing the egg. 

Dr. Joseph Schenker of Hadas- 
sah’s Obstetrics and Gynaecology 
Department said the method pro- 
vided new hope for women who had 


ovaries removed for medical reasons 
or were bora without reproductive 
organs as a result of an abnormality 
known as Turner’s Syndrome. 

The woman was injected With 
estrogen and progesterone hor- 
mones, normally produced by ovar- 
ies, to create a mock menstrual cy- 
cle. This enabled doctors to deter- 
mine when to implant a 48-hour-old 
embryo formed with her husband’s 
sperm, Schenker said.

Secondary school teachers cancel strike 


The candidate, 44-year-old David 
Levine, was chosen by a majority of 
a Jewish Agency committee of nine. 
It is very likely that he will be 
approved formally by the Agency 
board of governors today. 

Levine, who was assistant 
director-general for nearly two 
years, was bora in the U.S. and came 
on aliya in 1968. He is the father of 
nine and ha< rabbinical ordination. 
From 1978 to 1983, he was head of 
the local authority in Pardes Hanna. 
He is a member of Herat, but is not 
active in politics. He is also the 
grandson of the late Rabbi Aiye 
Levin, the Jerusalem rabbi and pat- 
ron of prisoners daring the Mandate 
and War of Independence. 

Levine received seven votes, with 
two going to Ze’ev Mahnai, an agen- 
cy administrator also identified with 
Herat. Prior to the selection of seven 
finalists by a committee of three. 


there were 17 applicants for the job, 
which is being vacated by longtime 
aliya expert Yehuda Dominitz. 
Domini tz resigned because be felt 
his power had been taken from him 
by the aliya department chairman, 
Haim Aharon, also of Herat. 

The selection committee also 
approved the candidacy of Shlomo 
Gazit, former president of Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev, as 
director-general of the Jewish Agen- 
cy. He, t. . . certain to be approved 
by the board today. Gazit, bom in 
Turkey in 1926, was IDF intelligence 
chief before going into academia. 

Meanwhile, an American Jew was 
selected secretary-general of the 
Jewish Agency, requiring him to 
immigrate from Baltimore within a 
year. 

Howard Wetsband, a protege of 
Jerrold Hoffberger, chairman of the 
agency's Board of Governors, wifi 
-succeed, the agency’s longtime 
secretary-general, Harry Ro- 
sen, who is retiring. Since Hoff- 
berger took over the board of gov- 
ernors, Weisband has been serving 
as its director-general, a new post 
with a $60,000 salary established for 
the first time under Hoffberger. ■ 


Woman claims she found son 


taken for adoption in 1949 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day ordered tbe Adoption Services 
to tell a woman whether a Hadera 
man who she c laims is her son and 
was: taken from her in 1949 as an 
infant is adopted. 

Petitioner Sarah Aharon claimed 
her son was taken from her and put 
up for adoption a week after he was 
bom and a short time after she 
arrived in this country from Yemen. 
Her lawyer told the court that Ahar- 
on was told the infant had died, but 
in fact it was adopted by an Ashke- 
nazi famil y 

The lawyer also said that her client 
had traced her son and met him. She 
had asked him for his birth certifi- 


cate but be told her that he did not 
have one. 

His, family in Hadera claimed the ‘ 
man was born in .foe Hfllel Jaffe 
hospital there," Aharon’s lawyer 
said, bnt this hospital did not exist 
when foe man was bom. 

In response, foe state attorney’s 
office said Aharon’s son had in feet 
died, and presented death and burial 
certificates. The state said thatif foe 
petitioner wished, she could try to 
persuade foe man to apply to foe 
Adoption Services himself for foe 
relevant documents. 

However, foe court ruled that foe 
services must tell foe petitioner 
whether the man is adopted. (Itim) 


Matchmaker wins IS32 million 


in slander suit against Israel TV 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A Tel Aviv 
District Court judge awarded a 
matchmaker over IS32 million in her 
slander suit, against Israel Televi- 
sion. 


Helena Axn-ram, wbo owns tbe 
Tzemed matchmaking service, had 
charged that a report broadcast dur- 
ing December 1979 on the Mobat 
Sheini documentary series damaged 
her reputation and hurt business. 

Judge Ya’akov Meletz, who 


awarded Am-ram IS32.65 million in 
damages and legal costs, said he bad 
considered, in reaching his decision, 
that foe programme was broadcast 
during prime viewing hours and that 
ITV had missed a number of chances 
to correct their broadcast or retract 
it. 

“Even worse was that tendentious 
and sometimes even false testimony 
was given by the chief defenoe wit- 
ness, foe editor of foe piece. Sari 
Raz,” foe judge said.

HAIFA. - Mayor Aiye Gorel said 
yesterday he would allow the con- 
troversial Bat Gahm to Stella Maris 
cableway to operate seven days a 
week provided it is leased to a non- 
Jewish company.

Corporation, which is a subsidiary of 
the municipality. 

Guxel, speaking at a press confer- 
ence about development in the city, 
accused the Israel Land Administra- 
tion of holding up proposals for a $20 
million commercial complex in foe 
downtown quarter. 

The plans have been put forward 
by a Canadian entrepreneur wbo 
wants to build a centre - similar to 
tiie Canton in Ramai Gan - on a 
25,000 square metre site off Sderot 
Pal-yam at the bottom of the Wadi 
Salib quarter. 

Gorel said most of foe plot was

More Israeli adults than babies 
need to use diapers. This is one of 
the unusual facts that came to light 
yesterday at a special seminar on 
incontinence held at Jerusalem's 
Shaare Zedek Hospital. 

Incontinence - the inability to res- 
train foe discharge of urine - affects 
7 per cent of foe non-infant popula- 
tion in varying degrees of severity 
(about 6.65 per cent of foe tola} 
population). In comparison, diaper- 
using infants constitute about 5 per 
cent of foe total population. 

While most cases occur among the 
elderly, for various reasons of 
physical infirmity . the malady affects 
every age group. Reportedly 5 'per 
cent of newly enlisted soldiers in foe 
Israel Defence Forces suffer from 
incontinence for other reasons. 

Yesterday’s seminar was spon- 
sored jointly by Shaare Zedek and 
Shficma, a subsidiary of tbe Hogla 
paper diaper manufacturing firm. 
Shikma was formed six months ago 
to answer foe growing demand for 
disposable absorbent products 


needed by incontinent adults. The 
first controlled experiment in the use 
of Shikma’s di ape rs-for- adults has 
just been successfully concluded at 
foe hospital. 

Leah Nussbaum, director of wel- 
fare services at Shaare Zedek, told 
the seminar that Shikma's absorbent 
pads, diapers and disposable sheets 
were found to be more comfortable 
for patients and more economical for 
the hospital than laundering conven- 
tional fabric products. Use of the 
paper products virtually eliminated 
new pressure sores among patients. 

Based on the Shaare Zedek ex- 
periment. Shikma managing direc- 
tor Pinhas Rimon estimated the 
monthly cost of Shikma products 
would range from IS32.OO0 for less 
severely affected, ambulatory pa- 
tients to some IS150.000 for the most 
severe, bedridden cases. 

Following a second experiment at 
Shmuel Harofeh Geriatric Hospital 
scheduled for January. Rimon in- 
tend' to seek a government or health 
fund subsidy for the adult diapers 
such as exists for similar products in 
Sweden. 


Police nab deserter 
for auto burglaries 

CARMIEL (Itim). - An IDF desei- 
ter wanted for car burglaries around 
the country was apprehended at 
dawn yesterday and tried to con- 
vince police that he was an Arab, 
police reported. 

The owners of cars which were 
broken into have told police that 
they saw a bearded youth wearing a 
red shin and a jacket beforehand, 
according to police. 

Police patrolled foe city with a 
man who had just reported that his 
car had been burglarized. They soon 
caught a suspect carrying a bag 
found to contain property stolen 
from foe car. The suspect said he was 
a resident of an Arab village. 

Investigators later found radios, 
loudspeakers and other items stolen 
from automobiles in his Carmiel 
apartment.

Public Committee for a Healthy Economy 
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Text of address by Prime Minister Shimon Peres to the United Nations General Assembly 


Mr. President, let me begin by 
congratulating you on the assump- 
tion of the presidency of the General 
Assembly on this anniversary of the 
UN. We have already had the occa- 
sion to witness your wise and experi- 
enced hand in the stewardship of this 
body. 

The world in which the UN was 
born was tom between two conflict- 
ing feelings. There was shock and 
gref in the wake of death and holo- * 
caust. But there was also a gleam of 
hope. Hope for a new era of free- 
dom. For a world free of oppression, 
of discrimination, of racism, of apar- 
theid. Above all, for a world free of 
war -for the reign of peace. 

Nothing reflects the universal idea 
of Judaism more than the noble idea 
of nations united, a United Nations. 
This ideal rests, as our forefathers 
taught us,, on the three pillars that 
support the world: on justice, truth 
and peace. Yet, this great vision is 
shadowed by inescapable concerns. 
As Jews we bear heavy memories. 
As Israelis, we confront national 

dilemmas. 

Search the map of Western civi- 
lization across the ages - not a place 
wfl] be found where Jews were not 
persecuted. Save for the New 
World, you will find yourselves mar- 
ching along the trail of Jewish blood 
and tears, tracing the chronology of 
Jewish martyrdom. 

This Mr. President, was the his- 
tory of my people for two thousand 
years. Until there came a point, 
when the Jews tired of dependence 
on the hatred or the tolerance of 
others, to settle their fete. 

This is the very essence of Zion- 
ism. Jews were no longer willing to 
court the favour of others, and to 
contend with the force of their fear.

This - call 
exceeds ordinary political considera- 
tions. It reaches the depth of human 
dignity and the source of h uman .

HERE IS the hope of the people of 
Israel: To finally be masters of their 
own fete, true to their own heritage, 
sovereign in their own land, free to 
practise their faith and continue 
their contribution to a world that 
rejected them. 

Zionism is thus a victory over 
racism. 

When the dawn finally came, an 
ancient language was given 1 a new 
reality. From across distance and 
time, Jews gathered anew. A waste- 
land was made to bloom. The unskil- 
led wandering Jew turned artisan, 
farmer, scientist and soldier, re- 
building Ms home with a new found 


A PEOPLE reborn, we faced pover- 
ty, desert, isolation and the chal- 
lenge of moulding the ingathered 
into one nation. We never expected 
to be surrounded by hostility. Seek- 
ing coexistence with our neighbours, 
we found that the revival of two 
national movements - the Jewish 
and the Arab - produced conflict 
rather than cooperation. 

Recently, it has manifested itself 
in the form of international terror- 
ism. 

Indeed, in our region, terrorism is 
at war with peace. 

Te rrori s m is bent on injuring the 
peace process, but we have an equal 
determination: It will not stop prog- 
ess toward peace. 

We reject the absurd claim that 
resisting terrorism - rather than ter- 
rorism itself- undermines efforts for 



peace. 

I would tike to express from this 
podium my deep sorrow and sincere 
condolences to Mrs. Klinghoffer and 


her bereaved family, who are at this 
veiy moment grieving the death of 
their father - an innocent victim of 
senseless cruelty. 

Mr. President, nobody brought 
more tragedy on the Palestinians 
than PLO terrorism. Our enemy is 
not a people, a race, a religion or a 
community. Our enemy is belli- 
gerency, hatred, and death. 

We know that there is a Palesti- 
nian problem. We recognize the 
need to solve it honourably. We are 


convinced that there is no solution 
but through diplomatic means. From 
this rostrum, I call upon the Palesti- 
nian people to put an end to rejeo 
tionism and belligerency. Let us 
talk! Come forth and recognize the 
reality of the State of Israel, our wish 
to live in peace and oar need for 
security. Let us face each other as 
free men and women, across the 
negotiating table. 

Let us argue, but not fight. Let us 
arm ourselves with reason, let us not 


reason with arms. 

Ever since the beginning of the 
dispute between us, we have urged 
our Palestinian neighbours to reach 
an accommodation. 

For all these years, our hand re- 
mained outstretched in vain, and the 
reply we heard was the echo of our 
own voices. 

When President Sadat came to 
Jerusalem, the course of history for 
all of us was changed. He found 
Israel willing, .open and as 
courageous as he was in the pursuit 
of peace. The world looked on in 
wonder as a conflict which had 
seemed insoluble for more than thir- 
ty years turned soluble in less than 
one. 

Between the 48 million Egyptians 
and 4 million Israelis there is today 
peace. Peace with Egypt was to 
accomplish several objectives: 

□ Sinai was returned to Egypt. 

□ A solution to the Palestinian prob- 
lem, in all its aspects, was to be 
readied. It was agreed that full 
autonomy to the residents of the 
territories could be a promising step 
in that direction. 

u Peace between Egypt and Israel - 
never intended to be an isolated 
episode - was to become the corner- 
stone of a comprehensive peace 
strategy in oar region. 

□ Peace between us was to be filled 
with constructive content. 

This treats' survived tests none of 
us foresaw. Its full implementation is 
a challenge and a hope. 

We turn to our Egyptian friends 
with the invitation to breathe life 
into our relations and to raise our 
peoples' spirits; let us not allow 
gloom and doom to overshadow our 
worthiest accomplishment; let us 
make our peace a success -a source 
of encouragement to others. 


THE MOST COMPLEX issue - yet 
the most promising - involves our 
neighbour to the east: the Hashe- 
mite Kingdom of Jordan. An issue 
confined not only to borders, it 
reaches across peoples and states. Its 
settlement should also comprise the 
resolution of the Palestinian issue. 

Middle East archives are filled 
with negotiating plans, but its di- 
plomacy is short of negotiating part- 
ners. Thus, this is the hour for deri- 
sions and statesmanship. 

I invite this organization to depart 
from the tired and timid norm and to 
fulfil its destiny as enshrined in its 
walls, by ushering the parties to the 
conflict into a new diplomatic initia- 
tive. 

Let all parties to the dispute facili- 
tate a new phase in Arab-Israeli 
peace by renouncing - and putting 
an end to - the use of violence. 

This new initiative should be 
based on the following principles: 

1. The objective of these negotia- 
tions is to reach peace treaties be- 
tween Israel and the Arab states, as 
well as to resolve the Palestinian 
issue. 


tcrmediate as well as permanent 
arrangements. They may 
the demarcation of boundaries as 
well as the resolution of the Palesti- 
nian problem. The Camp David 
Accords provide a possible bass for 
the attainment of these 

□ The permanent members oi we 
Security Council may be invited to 
support the initiation of these nego- 
tiations. It is our position that those 
who confine their diplomatic re* 3 " 
tions to one side of the conflict 
exclude themselves from such a role. 

□ This forum, while not being a sub- 
stitute for direct negotiations, can 
offer support for them. Indeed, no- 
thing should undermine the direct 
nature of these negotiations. 

□In order to expedite this process, 
the agenda, procedure and interna- 
tional support for negotiations can 
be discussed and agreed upon at a 
meeting of small working teams to 
be convened within 30 days. 


2. Neither party may impose precon- 
ditions. 


MR. PRESIDENT, distinguished 
delegates, let us put this process into £ 
motion. Let us shield this flickering 
hope from threatening winds. Let us 
not consign this moment of hope to 
the fete of missed opportunities. 


3. Negotiations are to be based on 
UN Security Council resolutions 
242 and 338 and on willingness to 
entertain suggestions proposed by 
other participants. 


Let us look our younger genera- 
tion in the eye and vow to do all that 
is humanly possible so that never 
again will a young boy die in a war we 
failed to prevent. 


4. Negotiations are. to be conducted 
directly, between states. 


The sons of Abraham have be- 
come quarrelsome, but remain fami- 
ly nevertheless. 


5. £f deemed necessary, these nego- 
tiations may be initiated with the 
support of an international forum, as 
agreed upon by the negotiating 
states. 


6. This gathering can take place 
before the end of this year, in Jor- 
dan, Israel or any location, as 
mutually agreed upon. We will be 
pleased to attend an opening meet- 
ing in Amman . 


Destined to live side by side, from 
time immemorial till the end of time; 
sharing a past of mutual enrichment; 
struggling through a present of suspi- 
cion and conflict; holding to a sepa- 
rate - yet common - desire for a 
better future - we are ready to enter 
it with no hesitation. 


7 Negotiations between Israel and 
Jordan are to be conducted between 
an Israeli delegation on the one hand 
and a Jordanian - or a Jordanian- 
Palestinian - delegation on the 
other, both' comprising delegates 
that represent peace, not terror. 


I hereby proclaim: The state of 
war between Israel and Jordan 
should be terminated immediately. 
Israel declares this readily in the 
hope that King Hussein is willing to 
reciprocate this step.

The U.S. reportedly supplies 
covert military aid to the guerrillas 
fighting the Communist government 
of Afghanistan and the 115,000 
Soviet troops supporting it. But only 
Soviet-style weaponry has been re- 
ported supplied to the insurgents, to 
conceal American involvement.

Afghanistan of Soviet preparations 
for a major new offensive in the 
Panjsher Valley in the north of the 
country. Kabul hospitals reportedly 
have been inundated in the past 
week with large numbers of dead 
and wounded Afghan soldiers hurt 
in the Panjsher, they said. 

Heavy fighting broke out around 
the Soviet air base in the Afghan 
capital late Saturday, when Islamic 
guerrillas on surrounding hills laun- 
ched an attack with rockets and 
heavy machine guns, the sources 
said. Soviet forces retaliated with 
artillery and tank fire and helicopter 
gunships took to the air to support 
tiie ground forces, they said. 

Intermittent fighting continued 
until about 3 a.m. Sunday, with at 


least one other gun battle in another 
part of the capital, the sources Said. 

The sources, who had no informa- 
tion on whether the airbase suffered 
any damage in the attack, also said 
there bad been an unusually large 
number of reports of downings of 
Soviet and Afghan aircraft. 


Western correspondents are not 
allowed into Afghanis tan and re- 
ports from inside the country can 
rarely be independently confirmed. 
The diplomatic sources, in their in- 
formation from Kabul, did not say 
how the helicopters and planes were 
downed or whether they were Soviet 
or Afghan. 


Two Soviet military trucks were 
seen carting the wreckage of two 
helicopters through Kabul after sun- 
set on October 19, the sources said.

Bush denies China selling 
‘outlaws’ nuclear technology 


NEW YORK (AP). - U.S. Vice- 
President George Bush yesterday 
denied charges that China has been 
exporting nudear technology to five 
countries and that the Reagan admi- 
nistration has been covering up Chi- 
na's actions. 

Bush, responding to charges Mon- 
day by Senator Alim Cranston, told 
the CBS-TV network’s Morning 
News, “We’re not covering up any 
information ... We wouldn't enter 
into an agreement that we think 
would increase proliferation of nuo- 
lear weapons." 

Cranston had charged in a Senate 


floor speech that China has had 
either negotiations or. nuclear trade 
with five “nuclear outlaw" nations 
attempting to develop atomic 
weapons programmes - Brazil, 
Argentina, Pakistan, South Africa 
and Iran. 


Speaking from Washington, 
where he had just returned from a 
36-hour visit to China, Bush said that 
a proposed nudear agreement <be- ■ 
tween the U.S. and Peking “is a 
good one. We think it has proper 
protections and I think well.be able 
to satisfy Sen. Cranston." 


Wife arrested in France in Bhutto son’s death 


NICE, Fiance (AP). - The wife of 
late Pakistan, opposition member 
Shah Nawaz Bhutto has been placed 
under house arrest following reports 
die quarrelled with him the night 
before be died, police sources said. 

The son of late Pakistani President 
Ziilfikar AH Bhutto was found dead 
July 18 in the couple’s apartment. 

The wife, Rehanna Bhutto, 25, 
has been questioned several times in 
the case. She was the person who 
discovered the body and later told 
police she was sleeping in an adjoin- 
ing room and did not bear any thing 
die night Shah Nawaz, 27, died. 

Police officials refused to make 
any comment on the report she was 
under house arrest: 

Bhutto’s body was returned to 


Pakistan for burial August 16. 

According to police, Shah Nawaz 
Bhutto ■ apparently was poisoned 
with the contents of a flask he always 
had with him, . 

An autopsy was performed after 
his death bat its results were never 
made public.

Argentina holds army men 
for plotting against regime 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - Presi- 
dent Raul Alfonsin has invoked 
emergency laws to order the arrest of 
six military officers and six civilians 
for possible involvement in a plot to 
topple Ms government, an official 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Hours after the arrests were 
announced a bomb exploded outside 
army headquarters in central 
Buenos Aires, causing slight damage 
but no casualties, police said. 

The blast was the latest in a series 
of almost daily bombings, most 
apparently directed at military 
targets, which have marked the last 
days of the trial of nine former 
military rulers charged with human 
rights violations. 

The government spokesman said 
the violence was aimed at creating a 


dimate of fear and insecurity, under- 
mining confidence in the govern- 
ment and opening a breach between 
dvilians and the armed forces. 

A presidential decree said the 12 
“could have conspired to attack the 
constitutional order." 


Defence Secretary Horacio 
Januarena told reporters that all six 
officers ordered arrested had been 
detained except for a general, Guil- 
lermo Suarez Mason, who has been 
in Mding since early 1984. 


The 12, inducting several leading 
advisers to former military govern- 
ments and a columnist on the con- 
servative La Prensa newspaper, 
were arrested under an emergency 
section of the constitution allowing 
60-day detention. 


Probe into Walesa’s anti-gov’t 'slander’ 


WARSAW (AP). -The government 
spokesman said yesterday former 
Solidarity chairman Lech Walesa is 
under investigation for slander by 
disputing voter turnout figures re- 
leased by the government for last' 
week's parliamentary elections. 

Spokesman Jerzy Urban said 
Walesa, winner of the Nobel Peace. 
Prize in 1983 for his leadersMp of the 
outlawed Solidarity free trade un- 
ion, faces up to two years in prison if 
convicted. He said Walesa also could 
be fined or have Ms “freedom" li- 
mited. 

Walesa said last week that accord- 
ing to Ms estimates 45 to 47 per cent 
of the voters in his home dty of 


Gdansk cast ballots during the Octo- 
ber 13 election. 

The government. wMch did not 
release a separate turnout figure for 
the dty, said the turnout in Gdansk 
province was 65 per cent, the lowest 
in the country. 

Solidarity had called for a voter 
boycott. 

“Proceedings have been started 
against Mr. Walesa, as the source of 
false information," Urban told re- 
porters at his weekly news confer- 
ence. 

He added that Western corres- 
pondents who reported Walesa's re- 
marks could be interrogated in the 
investigation.

BANGUI (Reuter). - Experts on 
Aids began a four-day meeting here 
yesterday to examine how for the 
kfller disease has spread in Africa, a 
continent where knowledge of the 
ailment is scanty. 

While Western governments have 
increased research into the so-far 
incurable disease and sought to calm 
growing public fear, the Aids (ac- 
quired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) debate in Africa has only 
just begun. w 

The meeting In this capital of the 
Central African Republic was orga- 
nized by the UN World Health 
Organization (WHO). It is expected 
to analyze the extent to which Aids 
can affect African heterosexuals as 
well as the high-risk groups identi- 
fied in the West. 

“Aids in Africa occurs almost as 
frequently among females as males: 
Neither homosexuality nor in- 
travenous drug abuse, nor even 
hemophilia, is a particular character- 
istic of sufferers, although a multi- 
plicity of partners does appear to be 
one factor," said a recent WHO 
survey. - 

In other continents, most victims 
of Aids have been homosexual 
.males, drug users and hemophiliacs.

Blick quoted Hotz as saying the 
brothers had visited him in his office 
at midday and tried to persuade him 
to let them go. He had again ex- 
plained the dub's grounds for the 
refusals. 

Hotz said: “I had the feeling 
something was afoot. As it turned 
out, their flights had already been 
booked. We had telexed the New 
Zealand Football Association that 
we would not release them. We 
telexed again yesterday, asking them 
to confirm that the Rufers would not 
be allowed to play.” 

Blick quoted Wynton Rufer as 
saying that he and Ms brother had a 
promise from the President of the 
NZFA that they would be able to 
play. Their first d ass air tickets were 
provided by the NZFA, according to 
the newspaper. 

dub secretary Erich Schmid said 
that the Rufers were in clear breach 
of contract. They had been warned 
that if they defied the dub’s deci- 
sion, the consequences for them 
would be heavy and far-reaching. 

“We are waiting for confirmation 
from New Zealand that they wOI not 
be induded in the team.

Fife’s responsibility was to en- 
sure that contracts were respected by 
all parties, he said.

Irrespective of whether he was provoked or not, 
Ghana s conduct brought disgrace, not only on Mm, but on the country 
he was representing. 

It urns all the more culpable because he and his team-mates carried

YMCA ground in Jerusalem, not a World Cup game that was being 
televised internationally. After Portuguese referee Rosa De Santos 
had very correctly ordered the culprit off the field, other Israelis 
josued and harassed the referee. It was an exMbition of arrogance, 
lack of professionalism and lack of sportsmanship that cannot be 
condemned too strongly.

Smaller banks compete over savings scheme

Bank Mizrahi has moved quickly 
to trump First International's 
announcement of a new two-year 
savings scheme by offering the same 
scheme at a higher yield - 8.25% 
linked interest per annum, com- 
pared to 8% at First International. 
Bank Discount also weighed in to 
the new area of inter-bank competi- 
tion, but it i$ offering the same terms 
as First International. 

The new Tessuah scheme, 
approved last week by the Knesset 
Finance Committee, and apparently 
timed to soak up much of the 
upcoming redemption money of the 
pensioners' bank shares, has thus 
succeeded in sparking some life in 
the area of index-linked savings 
schemes, which has been dormant 
for nearly two years. However, the 
two biggest banks, Leumi and 
Hapoalim, have so far kept aloof 
from the fray and show no sign of 
announcing iheir own schemes. 


The reason for this unusual res- 
traint is that the Tessuah scheme is 
based on the banks' using the new 
deposits to buy up their own stocks 
of government index-linked bonds. 
They have a large excess of these; 
following heavy early redemptions 
of old savings schemes and advanced 
training funds. ' 

However, not every bank has a 
large excess at the same time - the 
amounts vary in line with when, in 
previous years, each bank launched 
bonus programmes and selling cam- 
paigns. It seems that neither Leumi 
not Hapoalim are suffering from an 
overhang of old bonds at the present 
-although they may well do so in one 
or two months’ time. 

Meanwhile, First International 
has offered its tempting terms - 
probably the highest yield ever seen 
on an authorized savings scheme - 
only for the first IS20 billion depo- 
sited. 

Mizrahi and Discount also have j 


quotas for their offers, but these are 
not being disclosed. The two banks 
have simply reserved the right to 
change the terms at their conveni- 
ence. 

Discount, for one, said yesterday 
that the initial response was so 
strong that it didn't expect the cur- 
rent offer to last long. Once their 
stock of old bonds runs out, the 
banks will have to either discontinue 
the programme completely, or re- 
duce the yield to a level compatible 
with that available to them on ex- 
isting bonds trading in the secondary 
market.

Tel Aviv flat rents 
rated low* in survey 

NEW YORK (AP). — Housin g costs 
in Abu Dhabi, capital of the United 
Arab Emirates, lead the list in a 
survey of living costs, with a fur- 
nished three-bedroom apartment 
costing about $3,600 a month, 
according to a survey released Mon- 
day by the Union Bank of Switzer- 
land. 

The survey of 49 cities around the ■ 
world showed high housing costs in 
New York, Chicago and Tokyo, 
while the least expensive cities sur- 
veyed included Dublin, Lisbon and 
Tel Aviv, where a similar-quality 
“medium-priced” apartment would 
rent for $300 to $370. 

Lagos, Nigeria, ranks No.l in 
overall firing expenses, followed by 
Tokyo, New York City, Abu Dhabi 
and Manama, Bahrain, according to 
a section of the survey released pre- 
viously. Overall expenses are lowest 
in Bangkok, Istanbul and Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Wages and salaries are highest in 
North America and Switze rland , the 
survey says, while the lowest wages 
are paid in Bombay, Manila and 
Jakarta.

Even before this 
further decline in the excess rate, 
Leumi's 4 Vi % rate was the lowest in 
the commercial banking system, 
matched only by First International, 
but not by the other two big banks. 

The 4% rate is, apparently, more 
than the others are w illing to consid- 
er - since First International has 
decided to leave its rate at 4.5%. 

Hapoalim reduced its excess rate 
by 2 Vi %, to 8 Vs. % , which, given a 
2% drop in the prime from 6% to 
4%. means that the excess rate will 
now be 4 Vi % instead of 5%. 

Discount is sticking to a 5% excess 
rate, and Mizrahi wifi probably leave 
its rate at 5%, although its manage- 
ment, too, is considering a drop to

It should be borne in mind that the 
excess rate applies only to overdrafts 
above the approved credit limit for 
each customer. On the other hand, 
veiy few customers pay the basic 
prime rate, and even those who do, 
have to factor in the cost of commis- 
sions and charges levied by the bank 
for the overdraft.

TEL AVTV . — The country's econo- 
mic problems can only be solved if 
they axe attacked with the same 
integrated effort that is used in a 
military campaign. "Every econo- 
mic unit must work in coordination 
with another; all too often today, 
these units are working against each 
other, each trying to get a bigger 
slice of the national pie,” Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i yesterday 
told the annual meeting of the 
Manufacturers Association here. 

He was the first of three ministers 
to address the group, and he was 
followed by Gad Ya’aoodi, minister 
of economy and planning, and Ariel 
Sharon, minister .of industry and' 
trade. 

The session was opened by Hi 
Hurvice, who has agreed to stay on as 
president of the association for the 
immediate future. 

Hurvitz said that although there 
bad been considerable talk of dismis- 
sing civil servants, to the 'best of his 
knowledge only 200 bad left their 
jobs. "This is a Car cry from the talk 
of dismissing thousands. ” 

What was happening, he said, is 
that instead of dismissing civil ser- 
vants, the government was cutting 
back on its orders, especially de- 
fence orders. The result was that 
productive workers were about to be 
fired - not civil servants. 

The problem of unemployment 
was taken up by the minis ters. Mod- 
a'i noted the strange phenomenon of

the rising number of jobless in the 
development towns at a time when 
there was increased demand for 
workers in these same towns. Dan 
Propper, of Osem, told of his de- 
sperate search for skilled workers in 
the development towns. 

Ya'acobi noted that from 1974 
through 1984 some 262,000 persons 
had joined the labour force. Of these 
only 12.7% had gone into industry; 
23% into finance and business, and 
43% into foe various civil and public 
services. The rest went into agricul- 
ture and building. If anything, he 
said, this trend away from industry 
was worsening. 

Sharon also picked up the same 
theme, noting that in some develop- 
ment towns able-bodied men prefer- 
red to lounge around, while the 
factories had to import Castarbdter 
from the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip.

Moda’i said he favoured lowering 
interest rates at a much fester rate 
than he was doing at present, but 
“we must orchestrate the entire eco- 
nomy. If we lower the rates too fast, 
we will have a credit boom, followed 
by a consumer rush to buy goods - 
and more inflation. Let's proceed 
slowly but surely.” 

Ernest Japhet, Board Chairman 
of Bank Leumi, pointed out that a 
contributory factor making for high 
interest rates was the growing size of 
the item “doubtful debts” in every 
bank’s financial statement. 

Hurvitz underlined the threat 
posed by the increasing demand for 
higher wages at a time when the 
prices industry can charge are 
frozen. Some wage demands were as 
high as 60% over die next few 
months, be said. 

“We cannot pay such hikes; it is 
forbidden for us to pay them and I 
will go so far as to say that we'll be 
committing a national crime if we do 
pay them.”

He went on to attack those mini* - 
ters who made costly promises and 
then asked him to pick up the tab. 
“These ministers have the authority 
to make promises and they get 
praised; I have the responsibility for 
paying, and I get blamed for not 
paying.” 

He took the indnstriafists to task, 
since the whole sale .index had risen 
faster than the cost-of-fiving index. 
“How did you manage to do that? 
Simply; by taking the same item, 
changing the label, claiming it was a 
new product and charging a higher 
price: Yon can’t foot ok by ssetr 
tricks. When I was in the cosmetics 
business, this is the way we made oar 
firing, changing labels and charging 
higher prices.” 

On a more serious note, he 
pointed out that “no amount of 
investment can compensate for our 
low productivity.'’ He put the main 
blame on “mismanagement.” 

“Arabs with huge oil fields can 
afford low productivity; the oil they 
sell covers their losses in productiv- 
ity. But we have no way to compen- 
sate for low productivity - except by 
raising it.”

Jordan’sairhne 
has $25m. loss 

AMMAN (Reuter). - Royal Jorda- 
nian Airlines. Alia, made a net loss 
of 9.7 million dinars ($25.5m.) last 
year, up from 727,000 dinars 
(SI .9m.) in 1983. according to its 
annual report. 

State radio said the loss was foe 
biggest in the national carrier's 22- _ 
year history, but Alia chairman All 
Ghandour said it was “the price of 
progress and investment in foe fu- 
ture and would be recovered in com- 
ing years.” 

Writing in the report, he blamed 
foe shortfall on higher spending, 
high interest rates, the dollar’s 
strength and foe political and secur- 
ity situation in the Middle East. 

The report showed total revenue 
fell 3.9%. to 119m. dinars 
($313.2m.), while expenditure rose 
3.3% to 128.7m. ($338.7m.). 

The airline carried 1.3 million pas- 
sengers in 1984, 9% fewer than in 
i 1983. mainly because of a decline in 
foe number of people travelling on 
short Middle East routes. 

Alia took delivery of a new Lock- 
head Tristar last year and began 
services to the U.S., Singapore and 
Saudi Arabia. 

Its fleet at end-1984 comprised six 
Tristars and 11 Boeing 747, 727 and 
707 jets, but one of the 727s was 
hijacked to Beirut and destroyed by 
Shi’ite Moslem gunmen last June.

TEL AVIV. - Only the most mar- 
ginal improvement was visible 
yesterday in the share market, if foe 
degree of decline is compared with 
that of the previous day. “Arrange- 
ment” shares steadied, but bonds 
turned mixed, after rising for several 
days. The overall mood was still 
depressed. 

Turnovers in foe share market 
shrank somewhat, but this decline 
was concentrated in the “arrange- 
ment” group, with “free” shares 
trading at much foe same low level as 
before. The ratio of declining to 
advancing issues was slightly less bad 
than on Monday, and “sellers only” 
situations were much fewer. 

The scale of price declines, . 
however, was often larger, at least in 
terms of individual issues. Mosaics 
Wolfman IS5 crashed by 30% and 
Yahalom Hotels by 15%. Among 
sectors, foe insurants group was hit 
for a 4.9% loss. Industrials and tc al- 
es: ate companies each dropped 
more than 2% overall. The only ray 
of light was the very slight 0.27% fall 
in foe investment company index. 

Bonds volume held up at the IS5 
billion level, but there were few 
rising issues. 

The weekly Treasury bill auction 
raised IS6.7b. and IS3.4b. in the 28 
and 56 day bills, respectively. These 
are much smaller amounts than a 
couple of weeks ago. and indicate 
that this investment vehicle has lost 
its charm for investors.

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Peres unnerves the nellies 

IN A FINE gesture it can hardly be said to deserve today. 
Premier Shimon Peres chose the UN General Assembly, now 
40 years old, as the forum from which to broadcast Israel’s 
suggested agenda for peace negotiations with its eastern 
nei gh h our, Jordan, and for a solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 

It is premature, even hazardous, to speculate whether Mr. 
Peres’s initiative will open new doors to peace. Although the 
premier's address on Monday was phrased moderately enough 
to prompt inquiries by UN delegations whether it had been 
coordinated in advance with King Hussein, there is nothing to 
indicate that it was. The demonstrative abstention of the 
Jordanians, together with all other Arabs except the Egyptians, 
from the Assembly hall during the address seemed, at any rate, 
calculated to scotch any such conclusion. 

The only Jordanian comment so far - and that, too, only 
“unofficially” - has, rather predictably, been that Mr. Peres 
offered “nothing new.” 

The premier’s clearly “new” offer to King Hussein that 
Jordan and Israel jointly terminate the state of war between 
them, has met with no response. Instead the latest reconcilia- 
tion lies between Jordan and Syria, just ended in Riyadh, 
elicited a commitment by King Hussein not to enter into any 
“partial” peace agreement with Israel. The Hashemite 
monarch has evidently been greatly disillusioned of late with 
Yasser Arafat. This naturally drives him in the direction of 
Syria, Arafat’s sworn foe. But the future of Hussein’s position 
on Arafat and the PLO remains to be clarified. 

If the Jordanian king does respond to Mr. Peres's call for a 
meeting to decide on the modalities of direct negotiations, 
without preconditions - except for adherence to Resolutions 
242 and 338 - between Israel and a Jordanian or a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation, it will have to be on the understanding 
that the terrorist PLO is to be excluded. 

This assurance, however, does not nearly satisfy some 
voluble Likud ministers. They pounced on the premier, like a 
pack of angry wolves, as soon as he finis hed delivering his UN 
address, ready to tear it paragraph from paragraph. 

These mini sters - Yitzhak Moda’i, Ariel Sharon and David 
Levy - did hot even wait to read the full text of the speech to 
charge Mr. Peres with gross violations of the government's 
basic policy guidelines. 

In his latest outburst of mindlessness, Yitzhak Moda’i even 
threatened to “retaliate” against his Prime Minister (surely a 
new departure in governmental practice) by diverting Treasury 
funds, as if they were his private property, to settlements in 
Judea and Samaria. Ariel Sharon claimed that there was “no 
resemblance whatever” between the government’s guidelines 
and Mr. Peres’s UN proposals. And David Levy, currently 
acting premier, complained that Mr. Peres had “deviated” 
from the guidelines by calling for talks under the auspices of an 
international conference to discuss interim arrangements or, 
for that matter, final border fixing in Judea and Samaria. 

This was all such a woeful display of ignorance, and so blatant 
a political attempt to scuttle the premier’s initiative, that it is no 
wonder the vice premier and foreign minister, Yitzhak Shamir, 
has been keeping silent in the matter, and Herat's Moshe 
Arens, a minister without portfolio but with some sense, saw fit 
to distance himself from his colleagues’ criticisms. 

Clearly, there is nothing in the guidelines that rales out what 
Mr. Peres actually proposed: that an agreed international 
forum - such as the permanent members of the Security 
Council who maintain diplomatic ties with both sides - might 
“be invited to support the initiation” of direct talks between the 
states concerned. 

The guidelines do commit the government to seeking the 
resumption of negotiations on Camp David-style “full auton- 
omy” for the Arab residents of Judea, Samaria and Gaza - 
which is precisely the kind of interim arrangement now 
objected to by Mr. Levy. But the guidelines also allow the 
government to “consider proposals” - plainly meaning propos- 
als other than die autonomy - raised during any talks with 
Jordan, which is not a party to the Camp David accords. 

The national unity government rests on the premise that the 
present borders remain unaltered, as the Likud insists. But it 
also rests on agreement to pursue a dialogue with Jordan. 

If Sharon, Levy and company wish to threaten to break up 
the government over Mr. Peres's pursuit of such a dialogue , the 
prune minister should not and must not let this deter him. On 
the contrary, he should call their bluff. In doing so, he will 
enjoy the tacit support of Mr. Shamir and Mr. Arens, who 
won’t allow their flatulent party colleagues to endanger the 
prospects of rotation. 

But more important, he must, for the nation’s sake, press on 
to seize any possible openings for getting a negotiation process 
started. He must, in short, translate the image of statesmanship 
he displayed at the UN into the reality of leadership at home. 
And if that means exposing the opportunistic sputtering of 
Messrs. Sharon and Levy and Moda’i for what it is, so be it.

refused to deny or confirm the re- 
port, but one said, stressing that be 
was speaking personally and unoffi- 
cially, that “if he does he will not be 
in for a warm reception.”

“The sympathy the PLO enjoyed 
here after the Tunisian bombing dis- 
sipated over the Achille Lauro 
affair, as did the anger with Israel,” 
one western diplomat said yester- 
day. 

“In fact.” he continued, “you can 
even today hear Egyptian' officials 
who privately say they are beginning 
to understand why Israel bombed 
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the bases in Tunisia, and that is a 
dramatic change in attitude.” ‘ 

There seems to have been a 
marked change in attitude too in 
regard to the Americans. Whitehead 
seems to have had a positive impact 
on Mubarak, and yesterday’s news- 
papers headlined the meeting as one 
that went a long way to resolving the 
differences between the two coun- 
tries. 

The largely government- 
controlled press interpreted White- 
head’s message as an apology, and a 
statement from Nancy Reagan on 
the importance of close Egyptian- 
Ameiican ties was played up. 

“I think in the ultimate analysis 
this incident is receding into the 
background," a senior western di- 
plomat said. “It has, however, 
generated a serious re-thinking of 
policy among the Egyptians.” He 
added that this could mean either 
“trouble for Arafat or trouble for us. 
At this stage w« have no clear picture 
of how things will develop.” 

Meanwhile yesterday, non- 
opposition newspapers for the first 
time gave consideration to the wave 
of student riots that have hit this 
country. In an editorial At Akhbar 
warned that the democracy th at 
Mubarak has allowed to develop in 
Egypt should not be abased. 

The paper warned students of the 
dangers of being manipulated by 
“fringe parties’’ with their own agen- 
das, and said that there were limits to 
official tolerance. 

More student protests are known 
to be scheduled in the coming days, 
and students have given notice that 
they do not intend to be intimidated 
by riot police or messages on the 
front pages of the newspapers.

THE NEW PARTY Dulzin-Labat- 
Bennan-Hannelech are going to 
establish when the old party fuses 
into Herut will surely adopt the 
venerable and respected name 
“Liberal” that i% to become vacant. 

It has in reality been vacant for a 
long time. The party members bear- 
ing it are not liberals at all; they can 
better be described as conservative 
nationalists. 

The new grouping can do justice 
to the name “Liberal,” provided it 
adopts - jointly with whatever allies 
it can muster, notably Striniii and 
Yahad - a liberal programme. 

Here is a suggested platform for 
submission to its inaugural conven- 
tion. 

Civilian Budget: Cut it by SI bil- 
lion more than Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda’i is already trying - with 
only partial success so far- to do. 

Just in case geriatric hospitals 
start unloading patients onto stretch- 
ers again, the following rules will be 
insituted. Every unit - hospital, cli- 
nic, school, local authority - will be 
told what sum it is going to get, and 
will be required to submit a work 
plan showing how it intends to go on 
doing the job it now does, but on the 
smaller budget available. 

Any unit (hospital, school etc.) 
failing to submit such a work plan 
will be sold to private owners off the 
cuff, at whatever price it fetches. 
The private owner will be informed 
that if he submits a satisfactory work 
plan, he will get his annual budget 
from the Treasury; if he does not, he 
won’t . 

Management will find no difficulty 
in coping with the lower budget, 
provided its hand is forced. If it has 
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no option but to ignore vested in- 
forests, then it will do what it wanted 
to do ail along. The solution is not to 
expel patients. It is, as every mana- 
ger mil admit, to fire unnecessary 
personnel, close superfluous depart- 
ments, merge sections that overlap, 
increase (in the schools) teachers’ 
working hours, and so on. 

Employment situation: The 
budget cuts will shrink the civil ser- 
vice, involving considerable dismis- 
sals. How to expand employment 
opportunities? By cheapening cre- 
dit. 

Interest rates: A budget in which 
revenue (for a change) exceeds ex- 
penditure will cause a recession - 
unless credit is expanded. 

Loans mil be made available at 
their true price, which is 6 per cent 
above inflation. Given that inflation 
is reduced to zero, the interest-rate 
will be a flat 6 per cent per annum 
unlinked. 

Once the budget deficit is zero, 
the trade deficit mil be zero too (if 
we omit American-financed arms 
imports). No subadization of ex- 
ports: price Stability and a realistic 
exchange rate are all the exporters 
want. 

No subadization of loans either: 
they will be cheap enough already. 
The shekel will become a hard cur- 
rency, enabling mortgage banks to’ 
give long-term loans, like in other 
countries. 

The Bank of Israel will desist from 
charging astronomical interest rates. 
It will not have to, because it need 
no longer restrict the flow of credit. 
The drop in the public's purchasing 
power will do that. 

As dismissed dvil servants join the 


industrial workforce, purchasing 
power will rise agm; but so will 
output, therefore inflation wifi not 
threaten. 

Luxury Taxes: To be abolished. A 
standard VAT will apply on all 
goods and services. No other levy 
will be imposed, neither on foreign 
travel nor cars nor household imple- 
ments. 

Salaries for senior employees are 
low in Israel, ' owing to egalitarian 
collective agreements. Lowering the 
price of luxury goods is a way of 
improving their living standards 
without changing the Histadrut 
wage-scale. 

Non-intervention: The govern- 

ment will continue to administer the 
army, the police and the elementary 
schools as monopolies. Everything 
else will be run on a profit-and-Ioss 
basis. 

No enterprise will be a sacred cow, 
neither El A1 nor Zim nor the Israel 
Electric Corporation nor Israel Ship- 
yards nor Ata Textiles. Any under- 
taking that cannot make both ends 
meet will be put in the hands of the 
official receiver. 

Whose money is it? The tax- 
payers’. The Treasury is no more 
than their accountant. The govern- 
ment must accordingly refrain from 
imposing taxes except for absolutely 
essential expenditures. 

Money is npt to be spent on use- 
less activities, like helping lame-dog 
industries or rescuing loss-making 
firms from bankruptcy. 

What then is the government’s 
job? Not to run industries or services, 
which it should privatize where 
possible. The government is a super-

Yet in wade 
our erstwhile naive American Jews, 
who “find facts” which will lead to 
peace. Worse yet, they make pro- 
nouncements which promptly 
appear in the world's newspapers to 
the effecr that "Jewish leaders be- 
lieve that Arafat is a moderate, who 
desires peace.” Further, they say 
that they are convinced that Mubar- 
ak and Hussein genuinely want 
peace and that it was “broadly 
hinted” that they will drop Arafat if 
he doesn’t produce the magic card of 
recognizing Israel. From whence 
comes this insight and deep under- 
standing into the minfi of Moslems? 

Our AJC jet-settere, for all their 
good intentions, are merely naive 
interlopers whose statements in the 
press cause Israel problems. Perhaps 
if the AJC spokesmen lived in the 
Middle East, made their pronounce- 
ments from personal experience and 
were willing to take the consequ- 
ences of their actions, they might be 
credible and their observations 
worthwhile.

Religious Freedom: The present 
exclusive control by the rabbinical 
authorities of births, marriages and 
deaths should be stoppped, in 
accordance with liberal and also 
u)tra-Orthodox policies.

They believe that civil pow- 
er should remain in the hands of the 
gentiles until the Messiah comes.

The rabbis fear that if civil mar- 
riage is introduced in Israel, confu- 
sion will spread. The religious will 
not know who is a Jew and who not. 
But civil marriage exists in the U.S., 
and the rabbis are not confused 
there. Why should they be here? 

Foreign polk?: The New Liberal 
Party is willing to talk with any Arab 
representatives who agree to negoti- 
ate without pre-conditions. 

As there are to be no pre- 
conditions on either side, Israel 
should not expect the Arab repre- 
sentatives to denounce terrorism, or 
recognize Israel, or subscribe to 
Security Council Resolution 242 or 
anything else. 

If they are ready to negotiate, that 
is recognition enough. 

Border problems: We believe that 
Israel cannot have its cake and eat it. 
Peace can be achieved if the Arabs 
get something out of it. 

Autonomy, Likud-version,' is an 


attempt to retain power while shed- 
ding responsibility. Israel wants to 
have the territory and ignore the 
population. Let the Arabs look after 
themselves, right-wingers say. 

Such a formula is one-sided, 
therefore non-negotiable. The only 
possible subject of discussion is ter- 
ritorial compromise. The new Liber- 
als are ready to exchange Arab- 
inhabited land for peace, provided j 
Israel’s security is not imperilled. 

Basie freedoms: Freedom of the 
individual, freedom of speech, free- 
dom to converse (with Arabs, too. 
including PLO supporters, as long as 
there is no transmission of treason- 
able information), freedom of move- 
ment, freedom of religion (even for 
the Mormons) - these will be basic. 

Not abuses of freedom though, 
notably pornography, racialism and 
incitement to violence. Anybody 
who thinks that pornography may. be 
artistic either does not know what art 
is or does not know what pornogra- 
phy is. 

Law and order: Violence will be 
treated with equal severity, whether 
directed against Jews or Arabs. 

Should the New Liberal Party not 
approve this programme or some- / 
thing like it, the party will- have no * 
reason to exist. The next best prog- 
ramme is Labour's. If that is what 
Dulzin-Lahat-Berman-Harmelech 
decide to frill back on, they may as 
well join the Alignment - and take 
Shinui and Yahad with them.
